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FOREWORD 

AFTER  twelve  years  devoted  to  the  intensive  promotion  of  contemporary  music 
in  America,  the  League  of  Composers  takes  this  opportunity  to  make  a 
survey  of  the  work  accomplished.  The  breadth  of  its  achievement  is  re- 
flected in  this  detailed  catalog  of  activities.  But  in  a  wider  sense  the  survey  may 
be  accepted  also  as  a  guide  to  the  recent  development  of  contemporary  music  in  this 
country. 

During  the  course  of  twelve  years  the  League  of  Composers  has  produced  four 
hundred  and  six  works  by  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  composers  belonging  to 
eighteen  different  nationalities.  By  far  the  largest  group  is  American;  it  includes 
sixty  composers  who  have  been  represented  by  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  works. 
In  this  catalog  the  composers  are  to  be  found  listed  in  alphabetical  order  with 
the  performance  of  each  piece  of  music  and  its  date.  There  are  also  sections  devoted 
to  the  stage  productions  given  by  the  League,  to  its  commissions,  to  the  programs 
broadcast  over  the  radio,  to  the  artists  in  every  field  and  the  institutions  cooperating 
in  the  productions,  to  the  Composers'  Fund  and  its  many  uses,  and  to  the  publication 
of  the  magazine  Modern  Music  (for  whose  twelve  volumes  a  separate  index  has 
been  prepared). 

Obviously  this  is  the  record  of  a  comprehensive  achievement.  But  certain  points 
should  be  emphasized  here,  which  are  not  perhaps  immediately  apparent  from  the 
simple  catalog  of  music  performed.  Thus  the  League  regards  as  especially  im- 
portant its  work  in  introducing  fresh  American  talent,  chiefly  by  means  of  less 
formal  recitals.  Many  composers  widely  known  today  received  their  first  public 
performance  at  these  League  concerts  and  so  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
publishers,  orchestra  leaders  and  musical  organizations.  The  society  has  given  en- 
couragement to  living  composers  by  championing  their  cause  and  appealing  not  only 
for  moral  but  financial  support. 

There  is,  also,  the  important  fact  that  the  League  has  steadily  extended  its 
range  of  influence  from  the  city  of  New  York  to  cover  the  country  and  to  reach 
Europe — by  its  magazine,  by  its  stage  productions  which  are  viewed  in  other  cities, 
by  its  radio  broadcasts,  by  its  commissioned  works  and  by  its  plan  to  establish 
exchange  concerts  with  France,  Italy  and  other  countries. 

The  record  of  activities  submitted  here  is  convincing  evidence  that  the  League 
of  Composers  has  been  a  leading  spirit  in  developing  opportunities  for  the  con- 
temporary composer  in  America,  and  that  it  is  a  steadily  growing,  vital  force  in  the 
world  of  music. 
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The  catalog  of  works  below,  with  the  dates  of  performance,  is  inclusive  of  all 
music  presented  by  the  League  of  Composers  under  its  own  sponsorship  at  re- 
citals, concerts,  and  in  stage  productions.  Elsewhere,  on  Pages  22  and  23,  more  de- 
tails of  stage  works  appear  than  can  be  presented  here.  Radio  broadcasts  and 
works  commissioned  by  the  League  for  performance  by  other  organizations  are 
not  included  in  this  general  list,  but  are  recorded  separately  on  Pages  20  and  21. 
The  large  majority  of  performances  were  New  York  premieres.  .  .  .  Several  works 
bearing  dates  of  the  sixteenth,  century  are  included  in  this  list  of  otherwise  ex- 
clusively contemporary  music ;  it  should  be  recalled  that  they  appeared  on  programs 
of  choral  music  and  of  stage  works  designed  to  contrast  the  so-called  radical  music 
of  an  earlier  period  with  that  of  our  own.

The    Composers'    Fund 


No  agency  exists  in  America  today  which  is  devoted  specifically  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  composer.  Less  spectacular  than  the  interpretative  musician,  his 
financial  problems  are  on  the  whole  not  comprehended  by  the  great  mass 
of  people. 

The  League  of  Composers,  because  of  its  sustained  effort  to  create  a  place  for 
the  living  composer  in  America,  has  become  a  kind  of  court  of  appeal  on  occasions 
of  distress.  By  no  means  a  philanthropic  agency,  it  is  inadequately  equipped 
to  meet  demands  for  personal  aid.  Several  years  ago,  therefore,  it  undertook  to 
raise  a  Composers'  Fund,  by  sharing  the  slim  profits  of  a  benefit  performance  which 
it  helped  to  sponsor.  This  small  fund  has  been  sustained  by  several  further  benefits 
and  by  occasional  personal  subscriptions  and  small  gifts  from  foundations. 

The  Fund  is  used  in  two  general  ways.  The  first,  which  is  minor,  covers  all  gifts 
that  may  be  termed  direct  aid.  Small  sums  have  been  advanced  to  composers  who 
are  sick,  who  are  under  some  special  financial  pressure,  who  are  without  musical 
instruments.  More  frequently  grants  have  been  made  to  pay  for  the  copying  of 
parts  of  a  piece  of  new  music — an  expense  which  the  composer  must  incur  before 
he  can  achieve  a  performance  or  the  publication  of  his  score.  The  League  takes 
special  satisfaction  in  meeting  this  latter  emergency  and  desires  particularly  to  in- 
crease its  fund  for  this  purpose  as  it  has  such  a  direct  bearing  on  the  production 
and  the  performance  of  new  music. 

The  second  and  more  important  use  to  which  the  fund  is  dedicated  is  the  commis- 
sioning of  new  works.  This  project  is  particularly  sympathetic  to  the  general  spirit 
of  the  League,  for  it  goes  to  the  heart  of  the  composer's  difficulties.  Royalties,  as 
is  well  known,  cannot  support  even  the  most  successful  men  who  write  symphonies, 
operas  and  chamber  music  in  this  country.  A  commission  for  a  specific  work  is  an 
assured  sum  on  which  a  composer  may  count  before  undertaking  the  work  and 
without  waiting  for  the  uncertain  and  meagre  returns  of  future  performances. 

The  League  has,  from  its  first  season,  commissioned  composers  here  and  abroad 
to  write  music  for  its  own  performances.  Last  year  it  launched  the  Commission 
Plan,  which  is  in  several  ways  a  notable  departure  from  tradition.  The  League  agrees 
to  pay  certain  American  composers  to  write  new  works  which  other  outstanding 
organizations,  including  the  leading  orchestras  and  choral  societies  throughout  the 
United  States,  agree  to  perform  before  the  commission  is  executed.  By  this 
unique  method  several  objects  are  achieved.  The  composer  is  given  compensation 
in  the  form  which  is  most  just  and  most  agreeable  to  him ;  a  new  work  is  brought  into 
existence;  and  finally  a  new  public  is  assured  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
performing  organization. 

Thus,  by  rendering  direct  service  to  the  composer  in  every  possible  way,  the 
League  accomplishes  its  major  purpose — which  is  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the 
development  of  creative  music  in  America.

From  its  inception  the  League  of  Composers  has  fostered  a  poHcy  of  ordering  new 
music  from  both  American  and  European  composers.  Between  1923  and  1933  these 
commissions  were  for  works  to  be  performed  whenever  possible  by  the  League. . .  . 
In  the  spring  of  1934  the  League  developed  what  is  now  known  as  its  Commission 
Plan,  under  which  it  arranges  to  order  and  pay  for  new  works  by  American  compos- 
ers, to  be  performed,  however,  by  other  leading  organizations  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  or  Europe.   The  two  groups  of  works  are  listed  below.

EFORE  its  first  season  was  concluded  the  League  of  Composers  had  undertaken 
the  publication  of  a  magazine  whose  object  was  the  general  criticism  of  con- 
temporary music  here  and  abroad. 


Today  this  review,  known  as  Modern  Music,  has  an  international  public  and  is 
recognized  by  musicians,  critics,  lecturers,  teachers,  libraries,  universities,  and  conser- 
vatories, as  the  leading  American  authority  in  its  field.  Twelve  volumes — forty- 
five  issues  in  all — have  appeared  to  date,  and  the  statement  has  frequently  been  made 
that  in  their  pages  may  be  found  the  living  history  of  contemporary  music  within  the 
last  decade.  The  demand  for  these  back  issues  has  led  to  the  compilation  of  an 
elaborate  index  to  facilitate  reference  work. 

It  is  not  feasible  here  to  name  all  the  writers  of  this  country  and  Europe  whose 
contributions  have  won  renown  for  the  inagazine;  they  are  listed  now  in  al- 
phabetical order  in  the  magazine's  index.  But  mention  should  be  made  of  cer- 
tain features  for  which  Modern  Music  is  specially  noted.  It  has  encouraged 
composers  of  both  continents  to  express  themselves  critically,  so  that  it  is  now 
recognized  as  the  chief  medium  for  composers'  opinions.  Besides  dealing  with 
subjects  of  general  interest  the  magazine  has,  in  its  Forecast  and  Review  section, 
covered  topical  events  of  significance  in  the  contemporary  scene;  thus  criticism 
can  be  found  here  of  all  the  important  new  music  of  the  last  twelve  years,  heard  in 
concert  halls  or  at  opera  houses  the  world  over. 

Special  issues  have  appeared  from  time  to  time,  one  devoted  to  music  for  the 
stage,  another  to  American  music,  another  to  mechanical  music.  Two  supplementary 
monographs  have  been  brought  out,  each  almost  as  large  in  content  as  one  issue  of 
Modern  Music  :  the  first,  a  piece  of  research  entitled  The  Future  of  Tonality,  by 
Joseph  Yasser,  the  second  the  celebrated  Guide  to  Wosseck,  by  Willi  Reich,  an  an- 
alysis of  the  text  and  music  of  Alban  Berg's  opera.
